Park avenue, which made it neces- 
sary to reroute cars of those lines 
over the Manchester tracks to Jef- 
ferson avenue, thence back to their 
own tracks. Crowds of workers 
waited in the cold at this point, 
while the cars were rerouted. 

Trains were arriving at Union 
behind schedule, one of 
them, from St. Paul, almost five 
hours late. Other trains from the 
North and Northwest, were coming 
in several hours late and trains 
from Chicago were from 45 min- 
utes to an hour late. 

Three men were injured, direct- 
ly or indirectly, as a result of the

Only Serious Crimes Concerned. 

The Governor emphasized that 
the power of sentencing should be 
taken from the bench only in felony 
cases, but that the minor offenses, 
which are classed under the penal 
law as misdemeanors, should be 
disposed of in the local courts. 

Probably no more revolutionary 
change in affairs has been sug- 
gested at the capitol in half a cen- 
tury. The Governor believes that 
eventually the changes suggested 
might cost the State $1,000,000 a

Why Criminals Escape. 

“I don’t think a judge should 
have the power to sentence a man 
to death. Many criminals = get 
away because a jury will not re- 
turn a-verdict of guilty in the first 
Gegree because it balks at the idea 
of shuffling a man off into etern- 
ity. 

“The jury should determine only 
the question of guilt or innocence. 
The case then should be turned 
over to the State for submission 
to a board of the highest salaried 
men in our employ. 

“The members of this board 
should include psychiatrists, alien- 
ists, lawyers and experts. They 
should be paid at least $25,000 a 
year each. It would be no mistake 
to let them make the final dis- 
position. This board also should be 
given the power to recommend the 
transfer or parole of prisoners. 

“I believe this would necessi- 
tate an amendment to the consti- 
tution.

Gigantic Blunder, Says Pinchot. 

“The plan of levees only has 
been the most gigantic engineering 
blunder in the history of the 
world,” Pinchot said. “If they add 
to that blunder by advocating spill- 
ways, as I understand they - have, 
it will mean that flood control in 
the Mississippi will be delayed at 
least 50 years. 

“More water is poured into the 
Mississippi than can be 
poured Out at the mouth. That is 
a problem for hydraulic engineers 
and not army engineers. Congress 
should assemble the leading hy- 
draulic engineers of the country, 
backed by forestry and soil experts, 
and construct a series of reservoirs 
on the Mississippi which would not 
only contro] the river but generate 
millions of dollars’ worth of elec- 
tric power.” 

Hoover Urges Action at Once. 

The most urgent problem facing 
the United States today is that of 
flood control, Secretary Hoover told 
the Congress. 

“We cannot neglect immediate 
construction of works that will 
bring a sense of security and pro- 
tection to the residents of the Mis- 
sissippi Valley,” the Secretary de- 
clared. 

He said the United States had 
neglected its waterways to improve 
and develop its land, but the time 
had come when the greatest unde- 
veloped resource of the country 
was its waterways. The necessity 
for development of waterways with 
the consequent engineering prob- 
lems of reclamation, flood control, 
power, domestic water supply and 
navigation, have arisen, and must 
be faced by the country. he de- 
clared.

CHICAGO, Dew 8—Jacob M. 
Dickinson, Secretary of War in the

Committee on Flood Control. 

“If the basis that he assumes 
for Congressional! action be accept- 
ed as fundamentally controlling, 
then there can be no adequate 
flood relief legislation,” the state- 
ment declared, adding that Presi- 
dent Coolidgé’s plan “seems to 
mean that the basis for national 
action on flood control must be 
partial contribution now or later 
from the lands that will be bene- 
fited, and that the plan must in- 
volve not only local participation 
in cost. but in control of the ex- 
penditures.” 

“This is far trom the views «¢x- 
pressed by the Chicago convéen- 
tion, the United States Chamber 
of Commerce and a preponderance 
of the public press, which were 
that thig is to be a national work, 
fat national expense and under ns- 
tional control.

One hundred seventy-four Amer- 
ican poets, from Philip F reneau, 
who was born in 1752, to the sing- 
ers of the present generation, are 
represented here by over twice as 
many poems. It is doubtful if a 
more capable editor than Bliss 
‘Carman could have been chosen 
for such a volume, for if the West- 
ern hemisphere has produced au- 
thentic poets, Carman is one of 
the best of them.

It is an 
easy matter to find fault with any 
anthology. In order to do so one 
has only to note what might have 
been included. A better way is to 
note what has been included; and 
by that test this collection is ad- 
mirable. In his preface, Mr. Car 
man comments on what he believes 
to be the most significant differ- 
ence between the old poetry and 
the new. “The old poetry” he 
says “was to so great an extent 
imbued with a doleful spirit, or 
with a desperate resignation at 
best. In spite of the orthodoxy of 
the conventional age which pro- 
duced it, the poetry of those days 
shows for the most part little of 
that valiant and joyous spirit which 
we find in the verse of our own 
times. And in view of our spiritual 
needs I can not help recalling Mat- 
thew Arnold's declaration that ‘the 
future of poetry is immense,’ and 
the saying of Emerson that poetry 
has by no means all been writt2n, 
but rather is still only in its de- 
ginning.”

OU cannot but be interested in 
y the fact that the good habit 

of bathing is more widely dis- 
seminated in America than in any | 
other quarter of the globe. It is 
a factor of positive force in main- 
taining the health of our people. 
There is, however, too much of a 
tendency to extremes of temper- 
atures in bathing—too hot or too 
cold, 

Baths should not be taken too 
hot, nor should they be too fre- 
quent, or prolonged, for this re- 
laxes the tissues. 

But the warm bath’ is essential 
for cleansing purposes. Soap is 
essential to remove grease, which 
is always present, even though it 
may not be noticeable. It is not 
necessary to use strong soap— 
money spent in good soap is well 


always far too alkaline, and may 
be injurious in other ways. Some 
skins cannot stand soap of any)

Medicated soap is unnecessary.
